MEETING SET 


Further plans for cerémonies, 
October 16, in connection with 
the placing of an official Califor- 
nia Centennial marker at the site 
of the original Tule River Indian 
reservation in the area that is 
now known as Alta Vista, east of 
Porterville, will be made tomor- 
row evening at a meeting of a 
Tulare County Historical society 
committee, headed by Lester Lam- 
kin, of Porterville,-at the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. Donald Witt, in 


‘Porterville. 


The marker will be placed in 
the vicinity of the large fig trees 
that stand on what is now the 
Bub Hauert ranch. It was here 
that the adobe reservation admin- 
istration building once stood. 


One Of Oldest 
The Tule Rivere Indian reser- 
vation is one of the oldest sur- 
viving reservations in California 
and the only one in the great 
Central valley of the state, where, 
at. one time more than 50 Indian 

tribes made their homes. 


The original Tule River reser- 
vation was established under the 
regime of Thomas J. Henley as 
superintendent of Indian affairs in 
California, in the year, 1856. 

First action was of an ‘infor- 
mal nature, but in 1857-58,

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The fatal affray between John 
Shannon and Wm. Govrerneur Mor- 
ris is one of the historic events 
of Tulare county; an instance 
quite characteristic of the period 
in which it occurred, and is evi- 
dence of the fierce political feel- 
ing prevailing and the readiness 
to resort to violence as the sequel 
of coarse and violent controversy. 

Shannon was editor and pro- 
prietor of the Visalia Delta, a 
Democratic newspaper and Morris 
was a lawyer and editor, or at 
jeast a writer, on the Visalia Sun, 
a Republican paper. Bitter lan- 
guage had been used by both 
parties during the presidential

campaign of 1860 and, immediate- 
ly on its close, Morris sent Shan- 
non a challenge to a duel. 

This ‘was presented by A. J. 
Atwell, whom Shannon assaulted, 
severly injuring his right hand in 
the tussle. Shannon published a 
card denouncing the action of 
Morris and his friend, Atwell, but 


said that he was ready to meet] 


Morris as soon as his hand was 
in condition to hold a pistol. 


Several cards followed, abu- 
sive on both sides, then on nov- 
ember 15, 1860, a card appeared 
from Morris, denouncing Shannon 
as a lair, coward and blackguard 
and stating that he would pay 
him no further attention. 

On the same day the fatal fight 
between Shannon and Morris oc- 
curred, ‘with the following story 
appearing in both the Delta and 
Sun. 

“On Thursday evening, Shan- 
non entered the office of W. P. 
Gill, Esq., where Morris was sit- 
ting. Shannon held in his hand a 
cocked pistol, and, on entering, 
raised the pistol, at the same time 
saying, 

“Morris, are you armed?” 

“Morris at once sprang to his

feet and grappled with his op- 
ponent. Shannon being’ the taller 
of the two, Morris was unable 
to disarm him, and Shannon beat 
Morris severly over the head with 
the pistol, inflicting nine severe 
sclap wounds. At the first or sec- 
ond blow, Shannon’s pistol was 
discharged accidently. 
“After receiving these blows, 
Morris fell to the floor, covered 
with blood, whereupon Shannon 
gazed upon him several seconds 
and turned and left the room.’ 
“Morris, however, sprang to 
his feet and, drawing his revol- 
ver, rushed out the south door of 
the building so as to intercept 
Shannon before reaching his of- 


fice. The parties here exchanged 
shots ineffectually. 

“Morris then left his position 
and proceeded to the north side 
of the building, climbed on the 
fence (Shannon meantime main- 
taining his position) and took 
deliberate aim and fired, the ball 
striking Shannon in the abdomen. 

“at this instant, Shannon had 
raised his pistol, but lowered it 
without firing and put his hand 
on the wound and walked to his 
office ‘where he died in about one 
hour and eighteen minutes.” 

The shooting created a pro- 
found sensation in California, 
since Tulare county at that time 
was a stronghold of Democracy 
in the state and the man who 
would unhold Republicanism to 
such an extent was regarded with 
much general attention and prais- 
ed by his own partisans, Although 
there had been several political 
duels in the state, the Morris- 
Shannon affair was the first in 
which a Democrat had fallen be- 
fore a Republican. 

Shannon ‘was a highly respected 
man and his death was sincerely 
mourned. Morris subsequently be- 
came prominent in military and 
political affairs, being a major 
and quartermaster of California 
Volunteers during the Civil War. 
Later he became United States 
Marshall of California and held 
several other state offices.

COTTON ;APHIS 
ERADICATION,

The importance of honeydew 
aphis eradication from California 
cotton is emphasized by George 
J. Harrison, superintendent of the 
Cotton Experiment station at 
Shafter, who states that the fut- 
ure of the state cotton deal may 
well depend upon aphis control. 


Mr. Harrison explains that the 
aphis leaves a honeydew material 
on the cotton, a material that 
causes the cotton to become an 
unmanagable mass when it is 
dampened during milling. 

Cotton so infested will be 
blacklisted by United States spin- 
ners, Mr. Harrison points out. 
“Since the aphis can be controlled 
in cotton, and can be controlled 
economically if the growers are 
fully alert; I think ‘we cannot 
over-emphasize the importance of 


timely control,’ Mr. Harrison 
says.

THE HEREFORD SALE — 
DEBITS, CREDITS, THE FUTURE 

From the spectator’s viewpoint, the Registered Hereford sale in 
Porterville last Friday was a creditable event, not the best sale in the 
world, but certainly better than many and, for the most part, re- 
turning a legitimate price on the cattle offered. 

: Considering that the sale was a first attempt; that it was or- 
ganized on relatively short notice making it difficult for breeders 
to bring in all really top animals, we believe that the average sale 
price of $291 per head and an average price of $377 per head for 
the 20 high-selling animals, is excellent. 

The sale represents a first step in the establishing of an annual 
registered Hereford sale in Porterville. Hereford breeders of the 
southern San Joaquin valley will meet early in October to organize 
an association and, we hope, to plan next year’s sale. 

We believe that through the efforts of a strong association; 
that with a sale date set early enough so that consignors can point 
toward the event and have top cattle in top condition; that with a 
screening committee to check cattle prior to entry in the sale and 
that possibly with a Hereford show held in connection with the sale, 
next year’s event can indeed be a great affair. 

The men who pushed last Friday’s sale, and who spent many 
hours in its promotion, are to be complimented. They did an ex- 
cellent job, everything considered, and southern San Joaquip valley 
Hereford breeders should follow through by immediately organizing 
their association and starting to plan next year’s sale. 


POTATO SUPPORT 
COST TOO MUCH 
SAYS R.S. TRIGG 


Government potato price-sup- 
port programs have been costing 
too much, Ralph 8. Trigg, admin- 
istrator of the Production and 
Marketing administration, recent- 
ly reminded Aroostock county, 
Maine, potato producers. 

“It is perfectly clear that we 
do not yet have the answer for 
our basic problems,” Mr. Trigg 
said. “We simply cannot go on 
indefinitely with any program 
which results in excessive waste, 
and which costs the taxpayers of 
the country too much.” 

In his talk, Mr. Trigg said that 
less than half of the 1948 Maine 
potato crop went to normal mar- 
kets and the government provided 
the market outlets for the rest. 

Considering the increasing dif- 


ficulty and cost of finding diver- 
sion uses for these potatoes makes 
it perfectly obvious, he said, that 
the sound answer does not lie in 
unlimited purchases to support the 
market. 

“We need a much better ap- 
proach, and the authorization to 
develop such an approach, if we 
are to avoid a program collapse 
which could threated the whole 
farm price-support structure.” Mr. 
Trigg said.

Thomas P. Madden, an employee. 


ployee(- probably John Tyler) as 
a homestead in 1864. The Madden 
land lay in Sections 32, 33, 34, 
T. 21 S-R. 28 E and in 1884, Mr, 
Madden sold part of the tract to 
Elias Jacob for $1,000 and later 
Col. Taylor purchased part of the 
property. 

Tribes represented on the origi- 
‘nal reservation, according to His- 
torian F, F. Latta, were the Koy- 
eti, with the Yaudancho east of 


lake; the Yokodo from Yokohl 
valley; the Kaweah, the Wuk- 
chumme; the Kumachisi and the 
Yowlumne from the Kern river 
area and the Wowol from the 
south end of Tulare lake. 
New Location 
In 1873, Col. Whiting selected 
the basin of the South Tule fork 
as a new site for the Tule river 
reservation for use of tribes along 
the Tule, the Kings river, the 
Owens river, Manche Cajon and 
other scattered bands of Indians. 
The lands were withdrawn from 
public sale by presidential order 
for use of the Indians. 
The reason Col. Whiting gave 


‘for moving the reservation was 


that the “‘present farm is only two 
miles from Porterville, a western 
town where much liquor is sold.’’ 
Seeming to confirm Col. Whit- 
ing’s objections are a report in 
the diary of R. Porter Putnam, 
who came to the area in 1860. 
Mr. Putnam states in his diary 
that Tom Madden had passed his 
house with Peter Goodhue and on 
their return, after spending a 
night at the reservation, said they 
had disposed of a bottle of whis- 
key. Other references in Mr. Put- 
nam’s diary are made to the “‘good 
times” at the reservation.

’ Recommendations © concerning 
game laws for 1950 weré adopted 
by the executive board of the 
Southern Tulare County Sports- 
men’s association at a meeting 
held Tuesday evening at the home 
of President Earl Gray, with these 
recommendations to be presented 
to association directors and later 
to the, Central California Sports- 
men’s Council. Decisions on state 
fish and game laws for 1950 will 
be made in January by officials 
of the state fish and game com- 
mission. 


The local recommendations are: 
Bear—season to open and close 
with deer season; deer—same sea- 
son, no Open season on does, one 
buck limit in this district, and 
possession of two deer tags by 
hunters from two-deer limit areas 
when they hunt in this district. 


Archery—no special season on 
deer for archers prior to the open- 
ing of regular season; pheasant— 
open season November 18 to 28, 
limit two male birds per day, 10 
per season; valley quail—no 
change in season and bag limit; 
mountain quail—open season Oc- 
tober 1 to 7 from Walker pass 
north to state line, above 5,000 
feet elevation; gray squirrelg— 
no open season; rabbit, same as 
quail. ; | 

Upland game shooting hours— 
8 A. M. to sunset, with exception

Actual removal of Indians from 
the original reservation to the 
present location on the south fork 
of the Tule occurred in December 
of 1876, with C. G. Belknap, agent 
at that time, stating there were 
some 1,200 Indians of the Tule, 
Tejon, Wichumni, Kaweah, Kings 
river and Monache tribes. 

Agents known after 1860 in- 
cluded Caze Tucker, George J. 
Hoffman, Charles Malty (two 
different periods) Lt. John H. 
Purcell, John W. Miller, Joel B. 
Vosburg and C. G. Belknap (1876- 
1886.) Mr. Tucker is not listed 
official by the Indian department, 
but is mentioned by W. W. Brown, 
a pioneer, and by Mr. Putnam.
